Chat 


My dear Flock: 


The editor of Information 
calls attention to the fact that 
whenever “Organizations have 
been founded to establish a 
common bond between some Pro- 
testant group and the Catholic 
Church, the first thing the or- 
ganizers know they are in the 
Church.” 


He recalls how Father Paul 
Francis founded an Order at 
Graymoor to afford Episcopal- 
ian men and women a chance to 
lead a Franciscan life. Within 
two years the founder and his 
little society were in the Catho- 
lic Church. 


Later a group of zealous 
Episcopalians founded a Con- 
fraternity of Christian Union to 
work for corporate union of 
former communicants with the 
Holy See. A number of its 
founders and members have al- 
ready become Catholics. 


He also reminds us that some 
seventy years ago a similar 
thing happened in Germany. A 
Lutheran lady, Countess Julia 
von Wassow, of Stellin, proposed 
to unite all Germans who pro- 
fessed belief in the divinity of 
Christ in order to form a re- 
sistance to irreligious activities 
in the Fatherland. She got ‘her 
organization started to “‘unite in 
prayer to obtain for divided 
Christendom the unspeakable 
grace of being made one in the 
oneness of the Father and of the 
Son and of the Holy Ghost.” In 
a few years she became a Cath- 
olic, and soon found herself pub- 
lishing a religious paper to pro- 
mote Christian unity. 


When people begin to pray 
earnestly and do not fight their 
prayers by their own prejudices, 
it usually brings to them the 
grace of conversion—and that 
means the gift of the Catholic 
faith: Too often unsettled minds 
seemingly seeking the truth are 
opposed by a will which would 
rather have the mind remain un- 
settled than to embrace the 
Catholic religion. But peace, and 
that means chiefly peace with 
one’s own conscience and with 
God, was, through the informa-

New Orleans, Oct. 13—(NC)—Declarin that every man 


is his brother’s keeper, Archbishop Robert

The Archbishop spoke at a Solemn Pontifical Mass In 


Municipal Stadium here which was 


attended by thousands of represen- 
tatives from three national Catho- 
lice Charity organizations which 
held their annual meetings here 
simultaneously. The Mass was 
offered by His Eminence Francis 
Cardinal Spellman, Archbishop of 
New York. The three groups in 
convention are the National Con- 
ference of Catholic Charities, the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul Su- 
perior Council in the United States 
and the Apostolate of the Sea. 


The conventions of the three or- 
ganizations brought together offi- 
cial representatives of 70 U.S. and 
10 Canadian dioceses, 250 repre- 
sentatives of ~eligious communi- 
ties engaged in Catholic child care 
work, 130 representatives of var- 
ious St. Vincent de Paul councils, 
and hundreds of other interested 
participants. 


Among the other speakers at the 
five-day sessions which closed 
here tonight were: Cardinal Spell- 
man; Archbishop Joseph F. Rum- 
mel, of New Orleans, patron of the 
conferences; Bishop Bryan J. Mc- 
Entegart of Ogdensburg; Bishop 
Thomas J. Toolen of Mobile; Bish- 
op Charles Hubert LeBlond of St. 
Joseph; Msgr. John O’Grady, sec- 
retary of the National Conference 
of Catholic Charities; Msgr. J. Jo- 
seph Jacobi, executive director of 
Associated Catholic Charities and 
spiritual director of the diocesan 
central council of New Orleans, 
and U.S. Senator Brien McMahon 
of Connecticut. 


A special feature of the sessions 
was a direct address by His Holi- 
ness Pope Pius XII hroadcast di- 
rect from Vatican City via short 
wave. Another feature was the 
sending of a daily cable to the 
Vatican secretariate, giving an ac- 
count of each day’s proceedings, 
which was done at the request of 
His Excellency Archbishop Amleto 
Giovanni Cicognani, Apostolic 
Delegate to the United States. 


A message from ‘President 
Harry 8. Truman to Monsignor 0’- 
Grady was read at the convention 
and expressed the Chief Execu- 
tive’s “appreciation to those thou- 


sands of workers—religious, pro- 


fessional, and volunteer—whose 
self-sacrificing charity so often

Washington, Oct. 13—(NC)—

Citing as an example of the 
manner in which Russia “is deter- 
mined to keep the truth from its 
own people and to block the flow 


MacNeil stated that a great news- 
paper like the New York Times 
or the New York Herald Tribune 
is allowed only one correspondent 
in the Soviet Union; that the As- 
sociated Press, serving thousands 
of newspapers over the world, is 
allowed only two correspondents, 
and that these correspondents 
work under severe restrictions, 
whereas by contrast the official 
Soviet news agency, Tass, re- 
cently had 17 correspondents in 
New York alone, all permitted to 
work without interference. 

“All this is part of the Soviet 
Union’s program for world dom- 
ination,’ the speaker declared. 
“Stalin is using news as a weap- 
on, just as Hitler used it, to create 
a confusion that will help Moscow 
or its Communist stooges in the 
various nations to realize their 
objectives. It is time we recog- 
nized this fact.” 

Asking what American journal- 
ists can do to offset this world 
conspiracy, Mr. MacNeil said that 
ever since World War I when 
President Wilson attempted to 
gain support at Paris for a guar- 
antee of world freedom of the 
press, American journalists have 
fought for the achievement of this 
goal. 

Three things, he said, American 
journalists can do in continuing 
this fight. 

First, “they can continue their 
efforts to get the news every- 
where, and especially in Russia 
and its satellite states, and they 
can print the truth when they get 
gg 

Secondly, Mr. MacNeil referred 
to the proposal of Arthur Hayes 
Sulzberger, publisher of The New 
York Times, “that if the Soviet 
Union and its satellites insist on 
maintaining the Iron Curtain we 
accept the fact and go on without 
them and do business on our side 
of the Curtain with the people 
who want to be free.” 

“This would mean,” Mr. Mac- 
Neil said, “that we would not ex- 
change ideas beyond that Curtain, 
nor exchange goods, nor do busi- 
ness with them of any kind. This 
would halt or certainly upset the 
Communist scheme for world do- 
mination. In time it might bring 
the Soviet Union and its satel- 
lites to terms.” 

Outlining the third point, Mr. 
MacNeil referred to the proposal 
of the U. §. State Department 
that a treaty be signed by the 
various governments designed to 
“cover the earth with the truth” 
by guaranteeing the free flow of 
news among all peoples. A draft 
of this proposed treaty has been 
prepared by Richard E. Finnegan 
of the Chicago Times, Mr. Mac- 
Neil said, and has widespread sup- 


port. 

“Personally I should like it to 
go father than it does,” he con- 
cluded, “but I think it is a splen- 
did effort, and it gives American 
journalists a definite objective. 
They should get behind it and sup- 
port every effort to get the coun- 
tries of the world to sign it. 
When the rest of the world has 
accepted it, the Soviet Union may 
be forced to do so. It will be a 
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long fight. It might take a cen- 
‘tury or more. But it is a grand 
fight for a worthy purpose.”

Observing that Mission Sunday 
is a most fitting occasion for arous- 
ing that spirit of sacrifice, as also 
of prayer, for the Missions and the 
“increase on earth of the Kingdom 
of God,” His Holiness recalls the 
Psalmist’s question, “What shall 
I render to the Lord for all the 
things He hath rendered to me?”

Episcopal Journal Says 
Facts Add Up To Less 
Than Religious, Freedom 


Milwaukee, Oct. 13 — (NC) — 
The Living Church, an Episcopal 
Church publication issued here, 
has added new doubts to the many 
which have been voiced about the 
clean bill of health which was 
given to Yugoslavia by seven Am- 
erican Protestant clergymen, who 
went there as guests of the Tito 
regime to investigate religious 
conditions. 


These doubts are based on “in- 
teresting facts” refiecting the po- 
sition of the Orthodox Church in 
Yugoslavia, which came to light 
through the Serbian Orthodox 
Herald, official journal of the Or- 
thodox Church published in Bel- 
grade. 


As quoted in The Living Church, 
Orthodox Bishops of Yugoslavia 
have decided to protest to the gov- 
ernment against measures to de- 
prive two monasteries of their 
land, against civil invasion of 
church rights, and interference of 
local authorities in the normal life 
of the church. 


The Belgrade journal also noted

Commenting on these reports,

ugoslavia with such a glowing 
preliminary report of 
conditions there. 

“We await with interest the 
more detailed report being pre- 
pared by this group, to see wheth- 
er they include in it any of the 
seamy side of the picture and any 
real attempt to form an objective 
opinion on the basis of both fav- 
orable and unfavorable facts.”

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Church Seeks No Political Power In The U.S. 


A MARKED cop; of the Wes- 
tern Recorder (Baptist), date 
of March 13, 1947, published at 
Louisville, Kentucky, has been sent 
us with the request that we com- 
ment on observations made in that 
periodical by J. M. Dawson, “Pub- 
lic Relations Secretary for Bap ‘sts 
of the United States.” This gen- 
tleman tries to explain why “in- 
fluence of the Roman Catholic 
Church in the United States is 
very pronounced.” He sees three 
reasons for it: first, its greater 
membership than that of any non- 
Catholic body; secondly, its “strong 
Catholic purpose to win America”; 
and thirdly, “in largest degree to 
the vast astute organization which 
has been set in motion to achieve 
the purpose.” 


The Catholie body has consider- 
able strength, especially in large 
cities, but being divided among 
twenty odd nationalities, there is 
little “pulling together” for the 
purpose of “winning America.”

About the “vast astute organ- 
ization,” which is supposed to be, 
even now, “set in motion,” it pre- 
vails only in non-Catholics’ mind. 
The Catholie clergy do not know

| olic Hierarchy had launched such 


an “astute organization” they 
should know about it, and its mem- 
bers would certainly have been 
consistent enough to form branches 
of it.

Catholic 
schools, on the other hand, have 
ever been true to their traditional 
beliefs, and have found no diffi- 
culty in synthesizing their relig- 
lous and philosophical thought ~vith 
modern progress in secular fields. 
The reason for this is that Catho- 
lic theology is accurate, scientific 
and objective, not individualistic. T 
have never known of a Catholic 
college or university becoming a 
secular institution. 


In modern’ secular education, 
philosophy, if taught at all. assum- 
es the form of an exposition or 
history of the various systems of 
philosophic thought, ancient and 
modern, rather than a scientific 
attempt to determine philosophie 
truth, or to establish a true phil- 
osophic-religious system . of 
thought. In most of our secular in- 
stitutions of higher learning, , phil- 
osophy has become a relatively un- 
important elective subject. Hence, 
it is not surprising or unusual to 
find college graduates. or even 
college professors, with only the 
vaguest concept of what philosophy 
really is, and without practically 
any appreciation of its impor. 
tance. To them, at most, it is a 
study of men’s opinions and con- 
flicting views (most of which are 


not worth the paper they are writ. 
ten on), 


This illustrates one of the fun- 
damental maladiés of the seculariz- 

society in which we live—the 
superficiality of thought of our 
so-called educated people. For, if 
these people had been properly 
educated and were capable of logi- 
cal reasoning, they would realize 
that philosophic-religious truths 
are the formative principles of 
life, the things which determine 
what kind of lives we shall live,

The Crusades 


HOSE, who, in our day, believe that Com- 
munism must be checked at any cost 
—even at the cost of war—certainly can 
raise no valid objection to the Crusades, 
because the Moslems had frequently at- 
tempted to invade all of Europe to de- 
Christianize it. They had destroyed Chris- 
tianity in Northern Africa and in Southern 
Spain; they got a temporary foothold in 
France; on the eve of the Reformation 
they had, after going through the Balkans, 
reached the city of Vienna. 


Had it not been for the Crusades, it is 
likely that most of Europe would have 
fallen under the sway of Mohammedanism 
and you and I would not likely be Christians. 

At the time of Urban II they had cap- 
tured and desecrated the Shrines which St. 
Helena, in the fourth century, had erected 
at Bethlehem, Jerusalem, Nazareth, Tiber- 
jus, and were at the door of Constantipole. 

If it is not wrong for people to defend 
their nation against aggression, then it 
is not wrong for “united nations” as the 
Christians of all Europe were, to defend 
both their Christian nation and their faith 
from Moslem invasion. 

The Crusade movement spread over all 
of western Europe. If anything it was 
too spontaneous, because many among the 
300,000, who started on the march towards 
Constantiople, were ill-prepared for the 
journey and many perished on the way; 
others turned back. But the majority of 
the Crusaders were prepared. At their 
head rode Godfrey de Boullion, followed by 
the knighthood of Champagne, Lorrain, and 
Burgundy, Next came Robert Normandy, 
eldest son of William the Conquerer; then 
came the Count of Flanders with his Flem- 
ish Knights. Italian Knights marched 
with Norse warriors. 

It took a whole year before they reached 
Jerusalem, which they captured and over 
which they placed Godfrey de Boullion as 
ruler. He refused to be crowned a king 
in a city where his Master lived in poverty 
and died wearing a crown of thorns. 

It was less than a century when the city 
once more fell into the hands of the Moham- 
medans, whereupon a second Crusade was 
inaugurated and led by three Kings, 
Frederick Barbarossa of Germany, Philip 
Augustus of France, and Richard the Lion- 
Hearted of England. 

Writing on the subject of the Crusades, 
J. E. Darras says: 

“It has been asked whether the Crusades 
were either justifiable or beneficial. Some 
writers of the eighteenth century have 
answered both questions in the negative. 
‘The Crusades,’ they say, ‘were but the out- 
break of fanaticism and superstition: an 
unprovoked aggression upon a harmless 
race. Their result was the ruin of the 
Western nations and a long train of fear- 
ful evils.’ History has since entered upon 
a truer appraisal. In proportion as_ the 
spirit of the middle ages has been more 
deeply and carefully studied, unfriendly 


“judgments, the biased appreciation of the 


philosophic schools, have been recalled. The 
truth now upheld, by every judgment of 
any worth, is that the Crusades were both 
just and useful wars. Just—because in the 
Middle Ages Christian society was like one 
vast family, composed of individually re- 
sponsible members. Islamism, marching on 
from victory to victory, now stood at the 
very gates of Constantinople. The Em- 
perior Alexius Commenus, holding some- 
what the post of advanced-guard to the 
Christian world, gave the cry of alarm 
to threatened Europe. The memory of 
Moorish invasion, of Saracen inroad were 
still fresh in the hearts of Spain and Italy; 
there was no need to go back to the day 
of Abderahman to find the sons of the 
Prophet assailing the followers of Jesus 
Christ. The Crusades were the reaction 
of the Catholicity of the West against the 
multiplied, ceaseless, simultaneously as- 
saults of Islam. All Europe became the 
ally of Constantinople; the Crusaders were 
the soldiers of civilization; they won its 
triumph on the battle-field of Asia. Their 
noble efforts saved the West from the 
shameful yoke of Mahomet—the deyrada- 
tion of women, the abolition of family ties, 
inertness stagnation, and effeminacy reduc- 
ed to a system. This gex ew would

Popes Of The 11th Century 


Wis in exile and facing death Pope 

Gregory VII mentioned three persons 
as worthy of the high office of Pope. They 
were Cardinal Didier, Abbot of Monte Cas- 
sino; Otho, Bishop of Ostia; and Hugh, 
Archbishop of Lyons. But when he died 
Otho was in Germany as Legate of the 
Holy See, and Hugh was away from his 
See City on pastoral duties. Hence the 
Bishops and Nobles of Italy petitioned 


Cardinal Didier to allow his name to be. 


considered. Because of his age and the 
magnitude of the problems he would face 
this Cardinal declined even though he was 
importuned almost daily for a whole year. 
This, of course, left the Papacy vacant for 
more than a year. He finally yielded to the 
entreaties of the Cardinals and Bishops 
who had persuaded him to come to Rome 
for a last conference. 

They proclaimed him Pope under #the 
name of Victor III, but four days ldter he 
returned to Monte Cassino. But he finally 
was Induced to return to Rome and was 
solemnly crowned in St. Peter’s Church 
on May 29, 1087. 

Victor III was faced with the task of 
suppressing investitures, and at a confer- 
ence held at Beneventum (August, 1087), 
the Pope presiding issued this decree: 

“We ordain that any-one who may from 
this time forth receive a bishopric or an 
abbacy at the hands of a layman, shall not 
be reckoned among the bishops or abbots, 
nor enjoy any of their privileges ... In 
the same manner should any emperor, king, 
duke, marquis, count, or any other secular 
person, presume to confer bishoprics or 
other dignities of the Church, we include 
him in this condemnation.” 

Pope Victor died soon 
September 16, 1087. 


159—-Pope Urban |I|—-1099 


Otho, Bishop of Ostia, who was men- 
tioned among the three by Gregory VII 
as worthy of the high position of Pontiff 
was elected Pope in March, 1088, and took 
the name of Urban II. 

His pontificate was marked by four im- 
portant events. They were: (1) his con- 
test with the Emperor Henry IV and the 
forces of the anti-Pope; (2) his contest 
with Philip I, King of France, whom he 
excommunicated for contracting an adulter- 
ous marriage; (3) his assistance to St. 
Anselm, Archbishop of Canterbury, against 
the opposition of William Rufus; and (4) 
his launching of the first Crusade. 

It was in Claremont, France, that the 
demand for the first Crusade was made. 
People throughout the country met in that 
city to greet Urban II and Peter the 
Hermit. The latter had just returned from 
Jerusalem where the Christians were being 
brutally treated and slain by the Moham- 
medans. Hesaid: “I have seen-Christians 
heavily ironed, dragged into slavery ... I 
have seen ministers of the Most High 
dragged from the sanctuary, beaten with 
rods and doomed to an ignominious death.” 

While Pope Urban was speaking, the 
whole multitude, as by a simultanequs im- 
pulse, shouted: “God wills it! God wills 
it! God wills it!” 

The news of of the capture of Jerusalem 
from the Moslems and the restoration of 
the Church of the Holy Sepulcher to the 
Christians did not reach Europe until after 
the death of Urban II on July 29, 1099, 


thereafter on 


alone justify the Crusades; but proofs 
without number are furnished by the happy 
results they produced throughout Europe. 
The immense movement to which they 
gave rise, put a stop to the tyranny of 
rulers. The warrior spirit, that remnant 
of barbarism, which nothing could tame in 
the hearts of the European nations—proof 
against all the efforts of the Church, against 
which the Truce of God was but a weak 
palliative—found vent in these holy wars, 
where the blood of heroes was poured out 
upon a soil watered by the blood of Christ. 
The Crusaders turned these warlike in- 
stincts against enemies who were them- 
selves usurpers, and who had, for five hun- 
dred years, persecuted a people justly look- 
ed upon by our ancestors as their brothers. 
This system of solidarity, binding together 


all Catholic nations from the farthest parts

P)URING the hesitation of Cardinal Didier 

to accept the Papal honor the anti- 
Pope Guibert, the puppet of Henry IV, to 
whom was given the name Clement III, 
was able to strengthenehis party. But 
when Victor III returned to Rome from 
Monte Cassino the people hailed him as 
the lawful Pope. 


Although he had provoked the people of 
his empire generally by his misdeeds 
Henry made them more indignant when he 
discarded his wife Adelaide a year after 
his previous wife, Bertha, died. His sub-

fortress, where he was about to commit 
suicide. ) : 

Almost: immediately after this a terrible 
plague swept over Germany, which was 
regarded by the people as a “scourge of 
God,” and impelled them to make their 
peace with God, and be on the side of 
Urban II against Henry and all civil rulers 
who were opposing him because of his 
withdrawal of their right to appoint and 
invest Bishops and Abbots. 


The trend back to God manifested itself 
in the selection of the religious state by 
thousands of men and women, who for- 
sook the world to live a community life 
according to a rule which would promote 
their sanctification. 


In France Philip I repudiated his lawful 
wife, Bertha, of Holland, and forced himself 
on Bertrada de Montfort, who, at the 
time, was attending the blessing of the 
baptismal font on the eve of Pentecost. 
The King sought an annulment of his mar- 
riage with Bertha on the false plea of 
kindred. But the Bishop of Yvo said to 
him: “In that case, you cannot contract 
another alliance untid the dissolution of 
the first marriage has been canonically 
pronounced.” Philip’s answer was the im- 
prisonment of the Bishop in a dungeon. 


Bishop Hugh, of Lyons, called a Council 
at Autun (1094) which excommuniéated 
Philip. The King appealed to the Pope, but 
he only confirmed the excommunication. 


At the Council of Nismes Philip Pro- | 


mised to perform canonical penance and 
to put away his concubine. This done, the 
ecclesiastical censures imposed on him were 
removed, but his repentance was short-liv- 
ed. He soon took back Bertrada. His con- 
science and his faith finally won when 
Philip, barefooted, walked to the Cathedral 
and declared under oath: “I Philip, King 
of France, promise to continue -no longer 
the criminal relations I have hitherto held 
with Bertrada. I will not even hold con- 


versation with her, except in the presence | 


of persons above suspicion. I wish hence- 
forth to remain true to this oath. So help 


me God and these Holy Gospels of Jesus 
Christ.” 


The King was then absolved and since 
Bertrada made the same promise both were 
released from the Excommunication. _ 

In the meantime Rufus, son of William 
the Conqueror, was governing England. He 
ruled with cruelty and, like his successors 
four centuries later, in a dust for gold, 
despoiled churches and monasteries of their 
works of art. 


St. Anselm had gone to England to estab- 
lish a house of his Order. The King sus- 
pected that he was after the Archbishopric 
of Canterbury, which he declared he would 
never let him have. But becoming violent- 
ly ill the King sent for St. Anselm and, 
under the pressure of the Nobles, offered 
him the See of Canterbury. Anselm re- 
fused. The King himself had possession 
of the See but he begged Anselm to accept 
it. The King presented the Crozier to 
him, but he would not receive it. Then 
it was presented to him by a Bishop. Ans- 
elm then said to the King: “If I must 
receive the See of Canterbury it is fitting 
that you should know what I shall require 
of you. I demand that you restore the 
lands held by the See at the time of Lan- 
frane. I likewise warn you that I acknowl- 
edge the authority of Pope Urban II, to 
whom you have hitherto refused obedience. 
Let me know your views on these two 
issues.” It was only after the King ac-

As almost all my life has been 
spent on the campuses of seminar- 
ies and universities—lIllinois, Ox- 
ford and Notre Dame—I find it 
easy and pleasant to recall in- 
stances of pluck and courage at 
these and at other institutions as 
well. I will try to confine myself 
to citing just a few typical ex- 
amples. The instances I shall cite 
are drawn from the campus of my 
Alma Mater, the University of Il- 
linois, and from that of Notre 
Dame, my present home. Students 
of other schools will see in them, 
I’m sure, but mirrors which reflect 
many such scenes upon the play- 
ing fields of their own campuses.

Or again Justinian: “Natural 
laws, observed alike amongst all 
nations, are due to a divine provi- 
dence; they remain in full force 
and are immutable.” 

A more modern legal light, a 
Christian, Blackstone, in his classi- 
cal Commentary on Civil Law, 
teaches: “There-are eternal and 
immutable laws of good and evil to 
which the Creator Himself in all 
His dispensations conforms; and 
which He has enabled human na- 
ture to discover, so far as neces- 
sary for human conduct.” 

The authority of the Nuremburg 
Court for the trial of German 
criminals was questioned. Said the 
Presiding Judge, Justice Robert H. 
Jackson: “Must such wrongs eith- 
er be ignored or be redressed in 
hot blood? Is there no standard 
in the law for a deliberate and rea- 
soned judgment on such conduct? 
The charter of this tribunal evi- 
dences a faith that the law is not 
only to govern the conduct of Hit- 
tle men, but that even rulers are, 
as Lord Chief Justice Coke put it 
to King James ‘under God and the 
law.’” 

In a word he appealed to the 
moral law of God, and under this 
law the courts operated to punish 
war crimes. 

Thomas Jefferson fully recogniz- 
ed this law, and in this law justi- 
fied our fight against tyranny and 
our ultimate independence. ‘‘When 
in the course of human events it 
becomes necessary for one people 
—to, assume among the. powers of 
earth the separate and equal sta- 
tion to which the laws of nature 
and nature’s God entitles them.” 

Reflecting on these words of the 
Declaration of Independence a 
British editorial writer recently 
commended: “No nation has more 
right than the United States, nor 
greater obligation in the present 
crisis, to appeal to the moral law. 
By that basic document, Americans 
are pledged to resist tyranny and 
safeguard democracy.” 

Men in high places, such as. the 
university chair, may scoff at a 
moral law. It is a defense gesture. 
For them man is not “master of his 
fate and captain of his soul.” He 
is not free to obey or disobey a 
moral law. He is a victim of here- 
dity or environment, or both, a 
plaything of that irresistible tor- 
rent of emotions flowing down 
from our ancestors, and tossing us 
about like a bauble on a raging 
stream. But such people are mock- 


ing our President, are mocking the 
Pope, are mocking the great legal 
i'minds of past ages, are mocking 
ithe common sense of mankind. 

Such immoral outbursts are not 
'typically American. Our people 
whatever their private personal 
‘sins, have on the national level an 
‘instinctive respect for the moral 
law, that law of God which says: 
Do good; avoid evil; respect the 
rights of others. Observance of 
this law on the national level has 
made America a united, powerful, 
prosperous and peaceful people. 
Observance on the international 
level would make the world a unit- 
ed, powerful, prosperous war-free 
‘and happy humanity.

RE {s a most Interesting letter at hand from Otto J. Mengert of 
Spokane, Wash., concerning his son, Alfred Mengert, two-time 
winner of the national junior golf championship.

Father Connor Of Holy Cross... 


Speaking of Holy Cross, some of you in other sections of the 
country may not know that one of that school’s greatest old time 
football players is now the Rev. George Connor, pastor of Holy Name 
church, Springfield, Mass. Not only is Father Connor one of Holy 
Cross’ all-time all-timers, but he is still about the most active of all 
the alumni in furthering the interests of his alma mater and has 
served as president of the alumni association and is a member of the 
college’s board of athletic control. 

As an undergraduate, Father Connor played on the Holy Cross 
fooball teams of 1903-04-05-06 and was the first Crusader ever to be 
elected football captain in his junior year. By an unusual coin- 
cidence, when that occurred again 38 years later, it was another George 
Connor who was elected to lead a Holy Cross college football team in 
his junior year. And that George Connor was Father Connor’s 
nephew and namesake. The younger Connor did not get to captain 
the Holy Cross team in 1944—his junior year—as he had been commis- 
sioned an ensign in the Navy by that time and after serving in the 
Pacific returned home and transferred to Notre Dame, where he is 
now captain of the Irish. 

Like his nephew of today, Father Connor was no part of a “sissy” 
on the football field. He played the second half of the first game in 
his freshman year (the freshman rule was not then in effect) and 
played every minute of every game after that until the second half of 
the final game in his senior year, when an injury forced him to miss 
the last 10 minutes. A real iron man, for sure. 

Father Connor was ordained at St. Béernard’s Seminary, Roch- 
ester, N. Y., in 1911 as a secular priest and has toiled in parish 
work in New England ever since. When he was made rector of 
the Cathedral parish in Springfield, Mass., he found that there was 
no comprehensive athletic program as such in the Cathedral schools, 
so he launched one. How well he accomplished his purpose there 
can be attested by Notre Dame followers because two of the Green 
Shirts’ greatest players of recent years—Milt Piepul, 1940 captain, 
Angelo Bertelli, former All-America quaterback— are products 
of Cathedral High. Ted Budynkiewicz, a tackle on the present 
Notre Dame eleven, is also from that school.

Crumbling To Threat For East, 
Pope Pius XII Tells U.S. Legislators 
Says Large Part Of World Looks To Them 


Reminds Law And Order 
At Times Have Needed Aid Of Force

Vatican City, Oct. 183—(Radio, NC)—Viewing the world 
divided into opposing eastern and western spheres His Holi- 
ness Pope Pius XII reminded a group of U. S. legislators that 
during a similar cleavage in 1571 when the western powers, 
“representing Christian civilizAtion, defeated the colossal 
threat from the East at the battle of Lepanto,” a great part 


of the credit for that victory was?— 


given to the prayers ordered by 
the reigning Pontiff at the time. 

The Holy Father then pledged 
his prayers to the legislators to 
whom, he said, a large part of 
the world is looking while “war- 
chattered nations grapple with a 
situation which cannot endure much 
longer without grave peril to ev- 
eryone.” 

The Pontiff made these remarks 
‘n English during an audience giv- 
en a joint Senate-House committee 
studying State Department Infor- 
mation Services in Europe. The 
group Was headed by Senator H. 
Alexander Smith of New Jersey 
and Representative Kar] E, Mundt 
of South Dakota. 

The anniversary of the Battle of 
Lepanto is a Thanksgiving Day in 
the calendar of the Church, the 
Holy Father declared, “not only 
hecause the sanctuaries and altars 
of Europe were saved from utter 
destruction, but also because the 
prayers ordered by the then reign- 
ing Pope, St. Pius V, were univer- 
sally given credit for a great share 
in the victory.” He added: 

“The day reminds Us of the Most 
effective assistance We can offer 
the defenders of the rights of God 
and man. We want you assured of 
Our constant prayers in the ar- 
dent and urgent tasks confronting 
you. 

“A large part of the world looks 
to you and your colleagues while 
the war-shattered nations grapple 
with a situation which cannot en- 
dure much longer without grave 
peri] to everyone. Enlightenment 
from the Eternal Wisdom of the 
Father of Mercies is needed when 
bold policies nmfust be formed and 
resolutions carried through that are 
fraught with such far-reaching con- 
sequences. We shall pray that God 
may guide you in your delibera- 
tions,” 

In another audience granted to 
members of the House subcom- 
mittee for the Armed Services, His 
Holiness reminded that “law and 
order may at times have need of 
the strong arm of force” because 
“some enemies of justice can be 
brought to terms only by force.” 
The group was headed by Repre- 
sentative Dewey Short of Missouri 
and was introduced to the Pope by 
J. Graham Parsons, assistant to 
Myron C. Taylor, President Tru-

the Pope, 


At the same time the Pontiff 


warned that “foree should be al- 
ways held in cheek by law and or- 
der and exercised only in their de- 
fense.” He added: “Nor is any 
man a law unto himself. If that 
principle were everywhere accepted 
and acted upon, there would be a 
kreater sense of security among 


peoples today.

The Archbishop, who is Chair- 
man of the Administrative Board 
of the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, addressed his state- 
ment to the nation as a whole and 
to Catholics in particular, Arch- 
bishop McNicholas’ statement fol- 
lows: 

“President Truman in a recent 
appeal to the people f our nation 
described in graphic terms the 
plight of millions of our fellow 
human being in war-torn lands 
who are without the daily bread 
of life. He further indicated that 
their only hope of assistance and 
even of survival lies in our willing- 
ness to make some sacrifices to 
conserve food in order that they 
may live. 

“From all sides we have infor- 
mation that the need is really ap- 
palling, and that preparation must 
begin now if relief is to be ef- 
fective during the bitter winter 
ahead. Every good human in- 
stinct tells us that we simply can- 
not ignore their misery as none 
of our condern. Our sense of 
Christian charity allows us no al- 
ternative. 

“In the past our people have 
given edifying proof that their 
realization of the need is keen and 
that the roots of their charity are 
deep. They will respond whole- 
heartedly, I am confident, to the 
noble appeal of our President so 
that this nation, abundantly bles- 
sed by Almighty God, may acquit 
itself generously of the high duty 
and opportunity which in the Prov- 
idence of God are given to it in 
these distressful days.” 


| §$t. Louis, Oct.14 (NC) — 
Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter of 
St. Louis, in a letter to the clergy, 
Religious and laity of his arch- 
diocese, called for the fullest co- 
operation with the President’s vol- 
untary food conservation program 
to aid the hungry in war-victim- 
ized nations. 


The Archbishop’s letter stated: 

“Millions in Europe and Asia 
face starvation this winter unless 
immediate help and food supplies 
be given them.

grain and other supplies may im- 
mediately be placed at the dis-
